The Millionaire Maekey Tekes Charge cf the Postal 
Telegraph Company and Proposes a Rapid 
Extension of tis Lines—Russse!: Sage’s 
Opinion~-Western Uasion Tumbiing. 


New York, August 17.—John W. Mackey, 
the California millionaire, was elected a direc- 
tor of the Postal Telegraph company yester- 
day. He took the place of Joel B. Erhardt, 
whose resignation as director and president 
Was accepted. He will not take the place of 
president, although it was offered to him, but, 
according tothe programme, will be put in 
Virtnal control of the company. Mr. Mackey 
Was induced to engage in the enterprigg, by 
George D. Roberts, who has made a fortune 
in wining did the  bon- 
anza king. thousand shares 
of capital 
Twelve thousand, 
control, are owned by a syndicate, of which 
the leading members are Mr. Mackey, Mr. 
' Roberts, George W. Coe, president of the 
American exchange national bank, and H. L. 
Horton, auother prominent banker. Mr. 
Roberts said the stock would be placed in 
trust for three years, and Mr. Mackey would 
be made the custodian. During that time no 


member of the syndicate could dispose of 
his holding and the whole amount would re- 
main intact. Ample means would be sup- 
= to prosecute the enterprise and Mr. 
oberts claimed the postal would be the best 
and cheapest system in operation. 
WHAT IT MEANS, 

H. Cummins, the vice president of the 
company, said that Mr. Mackey, who retused 
to take the presidency of his own bank and 
his own mining company, would naturally 
refuse to take the presidency of a telegraph 
company. He had, however, expressed his 
Satisiaction at the condition of the company 
and its outlook, and would take an active 
interest in its affairs. The officers cf the 
company would probably remain as they 
were forthe present. There was nobody in 
contemplation for president, and who would 
be selected for the place would be determined 
by future events. ‘Since the meeting of the 
board of directors a week ago,” said Mr. Cum- 
mins, *‘$1,000,000 has been put in the enter- 
prise. itis immaterial to state the exact 
amount which Mr. Mackey invests. Whatever 
money is needed the syndscate will turnish.”’ 

““Will there be any change in the policy of 
your company?” 

“No. It will remain independent and will 
adhere to the plan of low rates—20 words for 
25 cents, irrespective of distance. The com- 
pany is more than paying expenses nuw. It 
opened for business August (th and its re- 
ceipts this month will pay all the expenses 
for August.”’ 

“Will the Postai be a rival of the Western 
Union?” 

‘Well it will get all the business it can. 
It can handle business for the Western Union 
at a rate that would be more profitable forthe 
Western Union than to do the business 
itself.’’ 

“What plans have you made to extend 
your lines?” 

“The lines will be extended so asto reach 
the important western cities, and the system 

enerally increased as rapidly as possible. 
The company isnowin full cperation be- 
tween New York and Chicago. It does busi- 
ness to Boston and Washington by arrange- 
ment with the American Rapid company. 
The Southern Telegraph company takes busi- 
ness to southern points. The lines will not 
be extended eastward at present, but i. ninety 
days the wires will be up between Chicago 
and St. Louis. A line will be built from 
Olean, N. Y., through the oil regions to Pitts- 
burg, Penn.; another from some point on the 
present line—probably lostoria, Obio, to De- 
troit, Mich.—and one to St. Paul, Minn., at 
once.”’ 

Only routine business besides the election 
of Mr. Mackey as director, was done. The 
full board was present, consisting of Mr. 
Mackey, Mr. Roberts, Mr. Coe, Mr. Horton, 
Mr. Cummins, George 8. Hart, A. W. Beard, 
and William k. Sutter. 

RUSSELL SAGE. 

Mr. Russell Sage smiled when asked what 
he thought of the prospects of the postal tele- 
graph company. ‘“‘This new blood wont 
amount to anything,’’ he said. ‘I know both 
Mackev and Roberts. Mr. Mackey has con- 
siderable wealth, and his name will goa great 
way in that respect. For the sake of the 
stockholders I hope they will fare better than 
did those who were in the Consolidated 
Virginia and California mines with him. I 
and several of my friends were interested in 
them with Mr. Mackey. The great trouble 
with us stockholders was that we could not 
see so far into the rock as Mackey could. I 
hope the stock holders in this telegraph scheme 
will be better able to see into the rock than I 
was in those mining schemes. The Western 
Union company will continue to extends its 
lines and its facilities, and do all the business 
the public will give it, and won’t care for the 
rivalry of the Postal telegraph company. 

“But, suppose the Postal company takes 
in the southern, the Merchants and Bankers’ 
and the American Rapid company and so- 
forms a new svstem, won’t that make a for- 
midable rival’”’ 

“It might prove a rival like some we have 
had before. All of those. have come to us, 
however, and have been anxious to sell out, 
and we have accommodated themso far. I 
don’t know what course we should take in case 
a new rival springs up. Goodday. Put that 
in the paper about Mackey and his mining 
business, sure.’’ 

And Mr. Sage smiled as he left the reporter 
at the entrance. 

WESTERN UNION TUMBLING. 

Stocks yesterday were strong and in good 
demand since the opening, and prices now 
are '4(a1%4 above last night’s closing. Ore- 
gon and Transcontinental, Northern Vlacific, 
Western Union and Southwesterns were the 
strongest shares. A most interesting feature 
in sharespeculation since noon has been the 
selling of Western Union stock, which has 
declined 71%; against 74°¢ in early dealing. 
No new reasons are assigned for 
the break in stock. Professional 
bears are conspicuous sellers. The 
general market is firm at an advance, with 
freedom from disturbingrumors, ‘The resson 
given in the room for the decline in Western 
Union is thata prominent dealer in privi- 
leges is selling stocks against his ‘‘puts.”’ 
Another reason for the decline in Western 
Union is that it is rumored from Boston that 
a large loan on Western Union, involving 
several million was called in at that city. 
Stocks were. strong and higher during the 

ast hour, with prices at or near the 

est of the day. Western Union sold 
up to 74, Union Pacific to 89, St. 
Paul to 102, Canada Southern to 53, 
and Centra! Pacific to 67%. Western Union 
ran off to 75% to the last few minutes of 
business, but prices quickly returned to

Itis true that I went to their 
otfice Monday afternoon to make an investi- 
gation, takingafriend with me. The whole 
of the rest of the statement is  abso- 
lutely false. I assured them that 
no matter whom the exposure 
might hurt the whole affair should be probed 
to the bottom. My son, at the request of his 
counsel, bas made a full and frank statement 
of his transactions with Creil, Ward & Co, I 
have just read it. It bears the impression of 
truth upon its face and will be givem to the 
public. 

I have inquired at Stedman's ollice. It 
was ascertained that the statement prepared 
by his son would be submitted to the govern- 
ing committee of the stock exchange,: to- 
morrow morning, and would not be made 
public until afterward. Stedman said that 
he had obtained from Creil, Ward & Co., $67,- 
000 of securities which bad been deposited 
with them by his son, but he had been una- 
bie to trace other securities, amounting to 
$30,000, which were missing from his office.

AT AN END. 
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The ‘Telegraphic Strikers Generally Going Back to 
Work. 

New York, August 17.—One of the most 
prominentof the striking telegraphers said 
to-day that the strike of the telegrapbers was 
practically atanend. He said he believed 
in the brotherhood, and stuck by it as long as 
he could, but they were beaten, and might as 
well give up first as last. He had signed the 
iron clad oath, and wouid return to work to- 
morrow. Heknew of many other operators 
who would endeayor to return to their keys 
at once. 

The iron clad oath referred to compels the 
telegraupher to pledge himself to withdraw 
from the brotherhood and never again join 
a similar organization. Press Agent Somer- 
ville, of the Western Union company, said 
this morning that no wires were tampered 
with last night. 

New \orK, August 17.—The statement is 
made on the best authority that Masier 
Workman Campbell, of the brotherhood, to- 
day informed the members of the organiza- 
tion to look out for themselves. and make és 
good terms with the Western Union Tele- 
graph company as they could secure. Each 
mar looked out for himself. The female op- 
erators came in a body, 30inall. Twelve 
were accepted and the rest rejected, their po- 
sitions having been filled. forty-five male 
operators were accepted out of 62, who appli- 
ed. The order to the assemblies in the other 
cities does not appear to have reached them 
until this evening. Itis learned from Pitts- 
burg, Boston and Chicago, that the operators 
are coming back on arun., 

WHAT THE BROTHERHOOD WILL DO. 

St. Lovis, August 17.—M. F. Shaw, chief 
ofticer of the brotherhood in this district, is 
credited with having made the following 
statement: ‘‘I suspect we will have togo back 
again, say about tne first, and work for about 
six montis. We will have to disband the 
brotherhood, but will organize under a new 
name. After working about six months we 
will strike again, and keep striking until we 
make our point. We will-make it yet, as sure 
as fate.’ 

THE END REACHED. 

PittssurG, August 17.—Thomas M. Hughes, 
secretary of the brotherhood telegraphs that 
he received the following from New York 
this afternoon: Send following to ali as- 
semblies: ‘‘The executive board of the 
brotherhood regrets to say that the strike is a 
failure, and:members wbo can may return [to 
work immediately.

New York, August 17.—Isaac W. Toussig, 
and Moritz Hammerschlag, composing the 
firm of Toussig & Hammerschlag, syrups, of 
50 Dey street, and 94 Wall street, filed an as 
signment to-day in courtto William R. Bar- 
rickle, with preference amounting to $9,515. 
The failure was caused by indorsing the firm 
of Alexander & Toussig, of Chicago. The lia- 
bilities of Toussig & Hammerschlag, will 
amount to about $235,000. The assets are not 
yet known.

He was 
calm on the scaffold and made a few remarks, 
saying he was prepared todie. He died in 
seventeen minutes without astruggfe. 
THE HISTORY OF THE CRIME, 

On the evening of the llth ot December, 
1881, Turner Woods, who lived four miles 
fron Scottsboro, Ala., was sitting at his table 
eating his supper, his wife and family having 
finished and gone .to another part of the 
house. Suddenly there was heard the loud 
report of the discharge of a gun heavily 
loaded, and Woods, in the act of raising his 
food to bis mouth, fell back, his neck and 
face perforated with some twenty-odd_ buck- 
shot. Imuinediately the wife and children of 
the wounded man rushed tothe room and 
found him suftering in the throes of death. 
Before a physician could be called, or the 
wounded man moved from his chair, he was 
dead. The affair caused no little excitement 
in the community as the murdered man was 
well thought of and respected. Through dint 
of industry, economy and thriftiness Woods 
had succeeded in accumulating considerable 
property: He was the possessor of two farnis, 
horses, cattle and a liberal supply of farming 
implements, and the entire citizenship of 
Jackson county were shocked and indignant 
at the brutal and cowardly manner of his 
taking off. Within a very short time atter 
the killing Taylor Banks, who lived near by, 
came to Woods’s house, attracted, as he said, 
by the screams of Woods's wife and children. 
Francis Woods, the murdered man’s wile, 
seemed inconsolable -and went off, as 
she made people believe, into hysterics, 
Banks, on entering, was greatly agitated 
and peremptorially declined to take aay hand 

ug the dead man. He stood apart 
from these who helped to wash and dress the 
corpse and seemed to have an aversion to 
anything like proximity to the bed. The 
coroner’s jury was summoned, and owing to 
the mystery which at first surrounded the 
killing, they prolonged their investigation 
for several days. During the investigation of 
the jury facts were developed that pointed to 
Banks as the perpetrator of the crime, and 
other facts that clearly showed Francis, the 
murdered man’s wife, to have beenjan access- 
ory to the deed. The evidence fixing the 
crime upon these parties was circumstantial, 
but irrefragible. 
CONVICTED OF THE CRIME. 

The facts fastened the deed upon Banks 
and the proof sustaining the charge of acces- 
sory upon Francis Woods, were that she and 
her husband frequently quarreled, on which 
occasions they each exchanged threats freely. 
She had separated from her husband fre- 
quentiy, but had ‘‘made up.” ‘They had a 
terrific quarrel just before the murder, and 
Woods threatened to contrive Francis’s end, 
when she retorted by swearing that she would 
have. him killed, and that she knew who she 
could get to do it. After the murder Banks was 
the man whom she procured to attend to all 
the necessary matter with regard to funeral 
and other matters pertaining to the affair. 
He was seen with considerable money,a cir- 
cumstance strongly pointing tothe truth of 
the charge that he had been paid by Francis 
a large sum of money to dothe deed, for it 
was well known in the community that 
Banks never had so much money before in 
bislife. Accordingly Banks and Francis 
Woods were both arrested on an indictment 
for the murder, and the proof fully sustain- 
ing thecharge, the jury, composed of highly 
intelligent men, found the parties 
guilty. Banké was sentenced by 
Judge H. C. Speake in accordance with the 
verdict, to be hariged on the 29th of July,1885, 
and Francis Woods is to be confined in the 
state penitentiary the remainder of her life. 
Governor O’Nea! respited the doomed man 
from July 27th until August 17th, in order to 
examine the charge of the court at the trial. 
Satisfied that everything baa been in strict 
leval form and order and of the guilt of the 
accused, he declined to iuterfere turther, and 
the doomed man paid the penalty of his cow- 
ardly crime on the gallows to-day. 

EXECUTION OF PERRY CELY. 

CotumBia, 8. C., August 17.—Perry Cely, 
colored, was executed at Greenville to-day tor 
the murder of a colored man named Perry 
Anderson. The drop fell a few minutes past 
twelve. The rope slipped to the back of the 
neck and Cely was strangled to death in thir- 
teen minutes. There was a large crowd in 
town, but the execution was private. 

A RAVISHER LYNCHED. 

GALVESTON, August 17.—A special to the 
News from Terrell says that Martin Bradley 
colored, was taken from jail last night and 
hanged by the citizens. An examining trial 
had been held during the day, at which his 
guilt was established, namely, that he made 
au outrageous assault Upon &@ Woman. 

This was tbe second assault of the kind 
within a fortnight, and last night angther 
negro attempted to assault a widow, living 
neur town, but was shot and driven away by 
herson. The citizens say they depreciate 
mob law, but werejaroused by the frequency 
of crimes of this nature to the necessity of de- 
cisive measures. 

TWO MURDERS, 

CHATTANOOGA, August 17.—The mutilated 
remains of Deputy Sheriff Chitwood, were 
found at Chittwood station on the Cincinnati 
Southern railway, in Scott county, Tennessee, 
to-day. Itigs thought he was murdered and 
his remains placed on the track. } 

Eli Sprague murdered his nephew Wiley 
Sprague, near Pine Knot, Kentucky, on tie 
Cincinnati Southern this morning. He shot 
him through the heart witha Spencer ritle, 
without provocation.

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THE YELLOW FaVER. 


The Location of the Disease—Death of the Victim— 
No Fever at l’ensacela. 
Wasninoton, August 17.—The surgeon 
general of the marine hospital service has 
been informed that there are several cases of 


| yellow fever in Cienfuegos, and a number of 

cases of that disease and of smallpox in 
Matanzas, Cuba. 
navy to-day received a telegram announcing 
the death of the marine who was taken with 
yellow fever at the navy yard in Pensacola, 
and stating that the civil authorities there 
have established a strict quarantine. Assist- 
ant Surgeon William Martin, of the navy, has 
been ordered to duty at the Pensacola navy 
yard, 

SAVANNAH, Ga, August 17.—The statement 
that yellow fever had made its appearance at 
Venmsacola isinecorrect. The navy yard at 
which the fever prevails is seven miles from 
that place. Yellow fever raged at the same 
yard nine years ago, but was successfully 
combatted and kept out of Pensacola, while 
the fever last vear at Pensacola was kept out 
of the yard. The Escombia Rifles and other 
volunteer organizations have established a 
picket around the city. 

Mayor Nicholson, in command of the 
United States marine corps, to-night received 
the following dispatch from Lieutenant 
Taylor, commanding the detaeshment of ma- 
rines at the Pensacola navy yard: “One 
private is dead, three are in the hospital, two 
are doing well and one very sick. ‘The com- 
mand is inthe new brick building, upper 
story, cool and healthy. Ic is too late now to 
encamp the men. The excitement and work 
would perhaps develop new cases. We are 
strictly quarantined.’”’ In addition to sur- 
geon Martin, ordered from New Orleans 
Pensacola, the employment of civilian 
physicians has been authorized by the navy 
depariment. Icis understood that a civilian 
surgeon, whose services were sought, refused 
to accept an engagement for less than twenty- 
one days at the rate of one hundred dollars 
perday. The telegraph operator at the navy 
yard declined to remain longer at his post 
unless compensated at the rate of ten dollars 
per day. The operator’s terms were acceded 
to, and if it is necessary to have assistance for 
Dr. Martin the demand of the civilian sur- 
geon will also be conceded. 
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THE BXPELLED J&WV, 


A Heated Debate in the House of Commons—A French 
Sortie. 

Loxypon, August 17.—Lord Fitzmaurice, 
under foreign secretary, stated to the house 
of commons to-day that the government of 
Great Britain had asked the Russian govern- 
ment to give an explanation in regard to the 
expulsion from Russia on the 15th instant of 
a British Jew, representing a London business 
firm, whe was provided witha proper Lrit- 
ish passport. The house of coummons contin- 
ued in session till nearly six o'clock this 
mornipg. The discussion was on the govera 
ment’s estimates. The Irish members were 
very active throughout the night. and took 
occasion in the course of the debate, to point 
out various grievances of their people, such as 
the conduct of the police during the election 
riots at Wexford, and the imprisonment of 
Mr. Harrington. ‘Tae debate was of a heated 
and personal character. 

Right Hon. William E, Forster, formerly 
chief secretary for Ireland, in a speech at 
Devonport last evening, strongly urged the 
necessity of emigration for Irelaud. He said 
there were thousands of hard-working far- 
mers there who longed to go toa country 
where they could live without being terror- 
ized. Mr. Forster also expressed his approval 
of the scheme for migration in Ireland. 

Mr. Dodson, chancellor of the duchy of 
Lancaster, stated thisafternoon in the house 
of commons, in response to an inquiry, that 
it was an undoubted fact that the foot and 
mouth disease had been carried from England 
to America. He said that Canadian cattle 
now suftering with the disease at 
Biistol “had been “in contact at 
Liverpool with infected animals which 
come from Ireland. He pointed out, bow- 
ever, that the American quarantine system 
in relation to the cattle disease gave no se- 
curity against the conveyance of the dis- 
ease by men attached to the quarantine sta- 
tions, and by articlds taken out of the quar- 
antine yards, The system, he said, only took 
into consideration the animals themselves. 

The house of commons this afternoon 
adopted the clause in the Irish tramways bill 
devoting fifty thousand pounds from the 
church surplus for migration in Ireland. 

ATTACKING THE JEWS. 

Lonvon, August 17.—A mob of 500 men at- 
tacked the Jewish quarters in Prague on 
Wednesday night. -The rioters were dispersed 
befure they had done much harm. The fre- 
quency of the riots is causing much alarm 
amoung the authoritiesin Austria, The police 
and military officers have been ordered to 
crush with the utmost energy every outbreak, 
however small.

If the au‘horities 
persist in enforcing prohibition, thirty-five 
thousand people, who are employed in manu- 
factories, where this cotton is used, will be 
thrown out of work. 

A FRENCH SORTIE, 

Lonpon, August 17.—A dispatch to the 
Standard from Namdink says, Colonel 
Badens made a sortie on the sixth inst, sup- 
ported by a gun boat. He proceeded north 
and outflanked theenemy. Oa the seventh 
inst.. with twelve hundred men, he made e 
movement to the south, and attacked the 
earthworks of the Annamites. The enemy 
made but slight resistance, and abandoned 
their works in confusion. Their cannon was 
hauled off by elephants. The loss of the 
French was two killed and six wounded.

D livered in the Ssnato of Giorgia onthe Billto R2- 
quire Railroad Companies to Retura Their 
Property in the Couniry Through Which 
hey Rup, for,.

erty by counties for taxation. Mr. DuBignon, 
of the 20th district, spoke as follows: 

Mr. President, there was a rulein one of the 
early courts of English history that all who 
sought the royal presence should first sol- 
emnly disayow any allegiance to the pre 
der. It may not be improper for me, in 
proaching this discussion, to solemly 
claim in this presence any interest in 
railroad corporation in Georgia. I am 
now, nor have _ =I been the re- 
tained attorney of one, nor do I, however sin- 
cerely | may regret it, own any stock in one. 

Mr. President and senators, I think this the 
most important bill which the legislature has 
been —__— called upon to pass, 
not Dy reason. of any immediate 
effect that will follow its passage or its de- 
feat, but on account of the injury that 
always attends this species of legislation by 
its retarding and. damaging effect upon 
the future development of our 
State. I say I regard it as the mostimportant 
measure in its future effect that has been 
passed ortiat the general assembly has been 
called upon to pass. : 

It may be that every senator upon this 
floor has reached a conclusion upon which 
His mind rests satisfactorily and which | 
could not hope to disturb. ~ 

With no desire to thurst my words upon 
unwilling ears, I ask the al- 
tention of the senate while 
I give the reasons that uphold me in casting 
my vote against abill, soseemingly fair “and 
so apparently just in its provisions. 

Mr. President, I wish tu be understood in 
the outset as not questioning the right or 
wishing to limit the right of the state in the 
exercise Of its power of taxation. I know 
this power of taxation is an element of sov- 
erelgnty, that it is inherent in the govern- 
ment, thatit is essential to the very life of the 
sovernment itself, that it can be exercised to 
the utmost extent to which the government 
sees fit tocarry it. There is but one protec- 
tion against its abuse, and that protection is- 
to be tound in the structure of the govern 
ment itself. The fact must be borne in 
mind that in the exercise of this power of 
taxation the government is dealing with its 
OWh constituents and its own interests; and 
this fact has ever been held asa _ suflicient 
guarantee against any abuse and oppresive 
exercise of this power. | know 
that this power} a far reaching 
power. It extends]alike to persons. t» prop- 
erly, tO business. It touches property in its 
manufac tured form and in allits transmutions. 
it touches basiness in its profession, in its 
transportation, in its manufacture and in 
every other feature; And while not ques- 
ioning the power, usually and generaily 
speaking, of the state to exercise this right 
i desire senators to bear with me while in 
this particular and peculiar case I think this 
right should be restrained, 

Mr. President, I would have the senators to 
bear in mind, to remember all during the dis- 
cussion of this bill, that the propeity of these 
railroads does not occupy towards the state 
the same relation as the property of any other 
person, natural or artificjal. The relation of 
the property of these companies sought to be 
taxed occupies a very different relation from 
that of any other person, natural or artificial. 

These railroad companies, these artificial 
persons, under the law, are not allowed the 
contrg] and management of their own busi- 
ness, 

If it be true (and it is true as far as judicial 
holding Can make it true) that a railroad in 
Georgia is but a public highway, but an ease- 
ment, if I may be allowed so to speak—if it be 
In Sense of a public highway  belong- 
ing to the public, belonging 
to the community through which it passes, if 
not absolutely, at least to that extent that 
gives the public the right to regulate its terms, 
to regulate its business; that gives the right 
to say what profit you shall make on your 
own capital; that gives the public the right to 
say to them what in their own business and 
with theirown money they shall realize. I 
say that this fact, while not questioning its 
propriety or wisdom, should be borne in 
mind by senators when they are called upon 
to impose this additional burden. 

I said that I did not question the right of 
the state to levy this tax generally. I do not. 
Let us see if there be anything in tbis peculiar 
case why the tax should not be imposed on 
them. Is there anything in the 
charter of these companies, the contract of 
the state with the corporators. Is there any- 
thing in the contract that should restrain any- 
thing that renders this tax illegal or immoral. 
[ say immoral, I mean immoral. For I be- 
lieve that a moral obligation is as binding 
upon a state as upon an individual. I believe 
thatthe high mandate that speaks from a 
court higher than all earthly tribunals and 
directs the footsteps of the individual should 
guide and control the policy of the state, and 
as the individual stands forth a subject of ad- 
miration and emulation among his fellow- 
men, sO should a state, and so would I have 
Georgia stand proudly forth in the sisterhood 
of states, her fair form disfigured by not a 
single charge, and her glorious name and his- 
tory undimned by a single imputation. 

Is there anything that renders this tax im- 
moral? I mean inthe sense of bad faith. 
It will not be denied, and I invite 
the attention of lawyersto my argument— 
itcannot be denied that at the time these 
railroads were incorporated at the time that 
the state made the contract of incorporation 
with the corporators; it cannot be deniad that 
this property at that time was subject alone 
to a state tax That was the law of Georgia at 
the time these companies were incorporated. 
And, says the supreme court of the United 
States, “if that was the law of Georgia at the 
time the contract was made that entered into 
and became a part of the contract. 

“The laws which Zexist at the time of 
making @ contract, and in the place where it 
is made and to be performed, enter into and 
make partofit. This embraces those laws 
aiike which affect its validity, construction, 
discharge and enforcement.’ 16 Wallace. 

I say if the laws of the state of Georgia, at 
the time that these companies were incorpor- 
ed, made them subject only toa state tax that 
that law became, according to that decision 
und by virtue of every legal principle, part 
and parcel of the coniract between the state 
and incorporators—these companies. 

I know the reply that will be made to this 
feature of my argument. Senators will say 
that at the time these contracts were made 
there wasalaw upon the statute books re- 
serving to the state the power which she now 
seeks to exercise. 

‘‘Persons are either natural or artificial. The 
latter are the creatures of the law, and except 
so far as the law forbids it, subject to be 
changed, moditied or destroyed, at the will of 
their creator; they are called corporations.’

Senator DuBignon—I would suggest to the sena- 
tor toread the bill. The railroad companies,under 
section 1 of the bill, are required toannually mage 
returns tocomptroller-general contuining'a detailed 
inventory of allits rolling fstock, including locomo 
lives, baggage, passenger and all other kinds of 
Cars, with their Valuation, accom panied 
with a sworn statement of the length road in 
each county. The comptroller-general is required 
by section 4 tocompute and extend the taxes for 
which said rolling stock is liable, and to collect 
aud pay the same to the different county treas- 
urers respectively of the counties through which 
said roads may run. Lhis feature of the bill is clearly 
in violation Of par.l of sec. 2 of art.7 of constitution. 
lor there is no escape from the fact that these coun- 
ties wil receive taxes from property that never 
comes within their limits, and that would 
clearly jnhibvited vy the section of the constitution 
which ¥ have read What would beits operation”? 
Mitchell county has about 30 miles of S., F. and W. 
raildroad. Hercounty tax for 1882 was 73'4 cents 
on $100, and would assess the rolling stock under 
this bill at $145. Clinch county has 40 miles of track, 
and her county tax was 26% cents on $100, or about 
$69 of tax, according to rule of assessment fixed by 
the bill. But when the comptroller general comes 
to pay out this tax he pays to Clineh county forty 
partsof the whole tax, while toMitchell he pays but 
thirty parts. These inequalities must ex- 
ist and will Whenever such a scheme is attempted. 
There is but one fair method, and that is the old 
one, to treat these railroads as an entirety from end 
to end, and such has been declared the opinion of 
severa) of the highest courts of our neighboring 
states. See volume 3, Kentucky reports. Applegate 
etc.,vs. Covington and Lexington raijroad company. 

The legislature of Georgia is not without a prece 
dent. I havea decision here from the high court 
of appeals of Kentucky that covers this point 
as fully as anything can cover it. 

The decision is not 
us it is true—yet there is 
in conservatism and _ safety in precedent. 
lt is a decision where they {passed upon the very 
question here. A county of Kentucky subscribed 
several thousand dollars to the stock of the Corn- 
ing and Lexington railroad company. They failed 
to pay theirsubscription, and when pressed for its 
payment they undertook tolevy a tax upon the 
railroads in their county topayit. The case went 
to the high court of appeals, and Judge Robinson, 
oue Of the mosteminent jurists of that state, in his 
opinion, says: 

‘*A railroad from one end to the otherisan entirety 
and asa whole only may be subject totaxation or 
sale, Fragmentary taxations or sales 
would be unjustly vexatious and injurious to the 
owners, pe:vert the destination of the road and dis- 
turb{the’publictuse and interest. To avoid such evils 
aud absurdities the law treats a railroad and all its 
appurtenances as oneentire thing, not legally sub- 
ject to coersion, severance or dislocation. In that 
consoiidated character it must be taxed for state 
revenue and cannot bea fit subject for local taxa- 
tion by the separate counties thHrough which it 
passes,’’ 

On motion of Senator Parks, 
time was extended. 

[am about concluding my argument and have 
occupied the senate longer than I intended. 
There is auother feature of this question that some 
one else, | trust, will present more fully, and that 
is the injustice of levying this tax upo 
new roads when some of the older 
exempt fromit. Thisidea has occure 
I will give it for what itis worth: If you pass this 
bill the East Tennessee, Virgiuia and Georgia rail- 
road will become subject to the tax under its 
provisions. If it be true that the railroed 
commissioners wili give these roads affected by the 
bill a higher rate then you wonld have the 
East Tenuessee,: Virginia and Georgia railroad 
between this point and Macon charging a higher 
rate and the Central railroad. That is, you would 
be giving by-this bill a monopoly to the Central 
railroad between these two poiuts, because patrons 
would ship their goods by the road giving the 
lowest rates.

I have discussed the lega! features ef this 
bill, and now just one word as to its general policy. 
I venture the assertion that for many years to come 
there will not be another main line of railroad con- 
structed in Georgia.

The 
only class of roads thatare likely to be built in 
Georgia for the next few years will be branch ruads, 
a class of roads as is. well known that never pay 
their projectors and which enly serve to open up 
and develop the country through which they pass. 

What would be the effect of this bill upon such 
roads, Whocan question its damaging if not fata) 
eflect upon them? Who desires to pass any law 
that would have suchaneffect? Why sir, I say that 
the development of these sections of eur state now 
neglected is one of the brightest hopes that we have 
forits future prosperity.<

BUSINESS RECORD OF BOTH HOUS- 
ES OF THE ASSEMBLY. 
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Zhe Proceedingsin the Ssnate—The Doings in the 
House The Introduction of New Matter and 
the Passage of Billsona Third Reacing— 

Tae Reports of Committees— Points. 


The senate met at 9 o'clock, President Pro- 
Tem Polhill in the chair. by the 
chaplain, Rev. John Jones. 
journal read and approved. 

Mr. DuBignon submitted a report of ‘the 
judiciary committee. 

The unfinished business of the day before 
Was resumed, being the discussion of the bill 
to tax railroads by counties. 

Mr. Meldrim 
U pon the face of the 
every argument that 
not pass. The 
the railroad, should be compelled to pay tax 
On property which it may only 
or rent, was an unlawful one, and 
out precedent. He jas probgbly ultra in his 
Views on taxation. fle believed that every- 
thing of value should be taxed, all educa- 
tional institutions, all charitable institutions, 
and even the groundon which itis erected 
the temples to our Most High God; but this 
is not what is required by the bill. County- 
taxation was one thing and state another. 

Mr. Meldrum spoke of the defects of the 
bill and argued forcibly upon the effects of 
its passage. His speech was one of the 
Senator's best efforts during the term and 
was listened to very attentively by the sen- 
ate. 

Mr. Tutt favored the bill. The first thing 
to be decided was the necessity of gov- 
ernment. If that was so, the next thing to 
be decided was who was to pay the ex- 
penses and bear the burdens of the govern- 
ment. Was it to be the many who owned 
little or no property, or was it to be those 
whose riches are derived from the laws 
which the government gave them, 
and the resources which the state offered 
them, developed by the hands of the laborers 
of the state. Astothe argumenton the un- 
constitutionality of the bill he thought that 
it had been carried too far as it always is on 
every bill brought before the senate. The 
argument that they are entititled to exempt- 
ion because at the time of the contract, they 
were so, is no argument. 

If a man moves to this state from Alabama 
and locates here, 1s his property exempted 
from taxation because it was so when he 
came to Georgia. Its not so! He 
was not at all of a com- 
munist, nor communistic in his ideas. He 
liked rich people, and liked to be with them, 
but he thought that they should belp to bear 
the expenses of the government which pro- 
tects them and from which 
they are enriching themselves. 
self. Railroad transportation was a iuxury, 
and luxuries should be taxed; if the bill was 
passed, and the rate of transportation was 
raised, it would only affect those who were 
able to pay it and who indulged in it. 

Mr. Tatum favored the bill. He was nota 
lawyer, and had never helped to construe thr 
constitution, but he clearly thought thatit 
was the duty of this legislature, in conform- 
ity with the constitution, to pass this bill. 

He was willing to accept any reasonable 
amendment that would carry out the intents 
of the bill. 

Mr, Peeples proposed to discuss this bill as 
a@ matter of public policy, conceding for the 
sake of argument its constitutionality. The 
policy of the state for the last century was to 
encouragement and improvement. It was the 
boast of Governor Stephens that he was an 
advocate of the building of the State road, 
which road wis built by a taxation of the 
whole people of the state. If that policy on 
their part was wise, then, why not now? 
Have we been perfected? Are we now in as 
improved condition as we desire? No. The 
same policy should be continued, and our 
state made to progress with all the others of 
the union. The passage of the bill would be 
a violation of the contract of the state. 

It would absolutely prevent the building of 
any railroad in our limits; the very things 
that were needed for acompiete development 
of our resources. If he was opposed to the 
bill for no other reason it would be because 
ofitsrank iajustice. The caption of the 
bill oughi to be ‘A bill to tax the poor cor- 
porations of this state and exempt the rich 
ones.’’ It wassaid that when the Apostle 
Paul was to be flayed by a Koman centu ion, 
he exclaimed: ‘‘i am a Roman citizen,” and 
the centurion leftin atremor. When you 
send tbe tax gatherers to these roads, they 
willshake their charters in their faces and 
say, ‘‘There’s the pledge of the state of Geor- 
gia, and you can’( tax us.’ 

Mr. Livingston favored the bill. <A _ prece- 
dent for the law was hadin the states of Oliio, 
Indiana and West Virginia, having provisions 
of the same kindin their statutes. He spoke 
at length upon the bill, engaging very ciose- 
ly the attention of the senate by his forcible 
effort. 

Mr. Jones opposed the bill. He felt it his 
duty to give his views on the subject, though 
he teared most of the minds of the senators 
were made up as to their yote. He was satis- 
fied that the bill had been discussed in truly 
@ seuatorial manner, without animosity or 
ill-feeling. He understood that our repub- 
lican government was founded upon the prin- 
cipal that all the citizens stood on an equality 
Lefore the law, and he thought it but right 
that the millions of dollars represented in 
large corporations should buar the same 
standing towards the government as the prop- 
erty of its humblest citizen. 

The hour of adjournment having arrived, 
the senate adjourned until 3 o'clock p.m. 

AFTERNOON SESSION, 

At three o’clock President | rotem Polhill, 
called the senate to order. 

Mr. Tatum moved to postpone the consid- 
eration of the question under discussion un- 
til next Ihursaay, as several of the senators 
had been called away from the city for the 
rest of this week. After due discussion the 
motion prevailed.

House bills >t the first reading were called, 
read and committed, the capitol bill being 
referred tothe committee on finance, anda 
hundred copies ordered printed. 

Lieuteant Oscar J. Brown, U.S. A., Colonel 
R. L. Farmer, and Colonel J. H. Estill were 
invited to seats on the floor. 

By Mr. McDonald A resolution requesting 
the governor to appoint a committee vo locate 
a branch of the deaf and dumb institute in 
southeastern or southwestern Georgia, and to 
receive donations to the same. Referred to 
commitiee on deaf and dumb asylum. 

In executive session the senate confirmed 
the nomination of William H. Fish, to be 
judge of the county court of “Macon. 

House bills of the second reading were 
called and read. 

On motion the senate adjourned until Mon- 
day morning at 9:30 o’clock, no business 
being On the secretary’s desk except some 
bills ofthe third reading. These were not 
considered, as a full house was desired on 
their passage.

The house met at 9 o’clock and was called 
te order by Speaker Garrard. Prayer by Rev’ 
Dr. Rogers. he roll was called and the jour 
nal was read. 

Mr. Jordan, of Hancock, offered the follow- 
ing resolution which was laid on the table at 
his own request: a

est of $535,000 on the $8,000,000 of debt that the pro- 
ceeds of said sale would pay olf, said difference 
amounting to $235,000 of annual interest, and, 

Whereas, It would seem to be for the interest of 
he state to seil the State road and liquidate the 
public indebtedness, 

Be it therefore resolved by the senate and house 
of representative, That a joint committee of six 
from the house and three trom the senate be ap- 
pointed to investigate and report to the general 
assembly whether it will be to the public interest to 
sellthe Western and Atlantic railroad, andif so, 
whatis its valueand when and how itcould be 
sold to most advantage 

lhe house resumed the consideration of the 
bill to redistrict the state. Mr. Fite, of Bar- 
tow, resumed his argument and spoke in favor 
of the minority seport which had been pro- 
posed by Mr. ‘Wright, of Washington. So far 
as his district was concerned the two bills left 
itthe same. He took a broader view of the 
question and wanted the bill which would be 
bestfor the entire state and preserve the demo- 
cratic pary most intact in its present control 
of the state politics. No man should vote for 
the senate bill merely because a majority re- 
ported in favor of it. The house eught to 
take the best bill offered to it. 
lhe speaker found fault with every 
one of the districts proposed in the senate bill 
exceptthe ninth and seventh, which are the 
same in both bills. The minority report offered 
a bill which keeps the democratic party in 
better control of the state. It associates coun- 
ties more naturally together. The other bill 
separates counties which have long been 
familiar with each other and throws together 
counties which know nothing of each other. 
All things considered he thought the minor- 
ity bill far the best. 

Mr. Gary, of Richmond, said that the gen- 
tleman had based his argument on false prem- 
ises. His chief concern seemed to be for the 
tenth district. Asan humb!‘e representative 
from the tenth he did not believe that district 
was in dapvger. He jas frank to say 
that he wanted to make his 
district democratic if he could. 
He was content with the district as the billjpro 
posed it. The house would bear him witness 
that We trouble in this state has not veen in 
the poNion of the state included in the tenth 
district. The democracy has suffered morst 
in the northern part of the state, and worst 
ofall inthe seventh district whence the gen- 
tlemen himseif comes. (Applause.) The 
stronghold of opposition to democracy is in 
the very home ot the gentleman where the 
Hon. W. H. Felton resides. This bill was 
carefully prepared by the. committee and in 
it the interest of the organized democracy are 
well considered. I can’t understand any 
other democracy except an organized democ- 
racy. Pass this billand you can march toa 
common victory shoulder to shoulder, one 
solid phalanx of organized democracy 
without one touch of independentism. 

Mr. Reese, of Wilkes, moved to recommit 
both bills to the redistricting committee with 
two members added from each congressional 
district. Hesaid a great deal of stress had 
been laid on the fact that the committee had 
reported almost unanimously in favor of the 
bill. Siill it was very evident that there was 
general objection to the bill. Ina state with 
9J,0U0 White majority weare presented witha 
bill which gives the colored people a majority 
in seven of ten districts. ‘The bill tried too 
hard to make pretty shaped districts. He had 
rather start at the mountains and link coun- 
ties together to the seaboard to make ten _ re- 
liable democratic districts, The eighth dis 
trict is leftin the bill with negroes in majori- 
ty at one end and independents at the other. 

Mr. Jordan, of Hancock, said he apprecia- 
ted the sentiment of the gentleman from Bar- 
tow in trying to arrange all the districts in the 
State so that they would be democratic. A 
man ought to look beyond the limits of his 
own district. His heart went beyond hisown 
district to the people of the tenth, burdened 
with a republican majority. In that district 
was thecounty of hisnativity. There he first 
saw the light. There he bathed his childish 
limbs in the waters of Ler rippling brooks. 
No man should say to him that he should not 
feel a deep interest in that district. The gen- 
tleman-from Richmond stood sponsor for the 
tenth district, but he was standing sponsor 
for men older than he was. ‘There are many 
evilsin the majority bill. It ought to gotoa 
larger committee, for in a multitude of coun- 
sels there is wisdom. [ Applause. ] 

Mr. Griffith, of Oconee, said he merely 
wanted to state some facts concerning the 
bill. There was not a member of the com- 
mittee from the present eighth district. Ev- 
ery member of this house from the eigbth 
district is opposed vo this bill. They ask 
with uniced voice that yeu change this bill. 
Will you disregard this petition. I know 
what my people want. Iam no lawyer. I 
have no political ambition, but I bring to 
you this petition from the members of 
the eighth district, and J] trust you will 
not disregard it. [Applause]. 

Mr. Harris, of biob, said that the protest 
of the gentleman from Oconee was entitled 
to great respect. It is impossible to make 
ten districts that will please everybody. 

Mr. Johnston of Baldwin—Wiill the gentle- 
man ailow me to ask him a question? 

The speaker—Does the gentleman yield? 

Mr. Harris—I yield with this remark— 

Mr. Juhnson—lI decline to ask the question. 

Mr. Harris said he had carefully sfudied 
the arrangement of the districts under the 
majority bill, and found that there is no dan- 
ger in any Of the districts complained of. In 
tho eighth and the tenth districts, those over 
which there is most alarm, you may take the 
highest republican vote since 1872 and the 
lowest democratic vote since ~ that 
time in federal elections, and 
if these districts are not democratic by more 
than 1,000 majority I will vote against this 
bill. Isay to the gentleman from Bartow 
that if he will let us alone when the tocsin is 
sounded the people of middle and southern 
Georgia will not be tound wanting. 
The bowels of  § compassion ot 
the gentleman from Hancock are 
moved with compassion over the impend- 
ing ruin of the home of his childhood.: I sym- 
pathize with him but I am sure his appre- 
hensions are not well grounded. The speaker 
showed that the counties in the districts com- 
plained of had gone regularly democratic. If 
they don’t continue to go that way it will be 
the fauit of the democracy. 

Mr. Palmer, the governor’s secretary, ap- 
peared and announced that the governor had 
approved and signed the following acts:

To incorporate the town Dawsonville. 

To amend section 4527 relative to carrying 
concealed weapons.

Mr. Jordan, of Hancock, moved that 
the house adjourn to nine o’clock to morrow 
when it adjourn.

The strike of the telegraph operators is 
practically over. Indeed, it the 
first week, and nothing but the well-founded 
prejudices of the public against the great 
telegraphic monopoly controlled by Jay 
Gould gave it any vitality The 
monopoly is a very odious one in every re- 
spect, but even this fact has not given the 
strikers sufficient strength to hold out.

Acvident at Charlotte Causes the Death 
af Mr. W. 8. Farrta, 

‘When the Air-Line train came in at one o’cicck 
this morning it brought the remains of a brave and 
trusty fireman who died at his postin a frightful 
tat Charlotte yesterday morning. 

The passenger train which left Atlanta day before 
yesterday at 2:55 p. m., was manned by 
Engineer Jennings, one of the best men on 
the road. At Charlotte aswitch had been left open 
and as thé train was dashing along at.a speed of 
thirty milesan hourit ran into the switch and 
struck an engine. The engives and several cars 
were smashed up, and Mr. W. 8. Farris, of Atlanta, 
the fireman, was caught between the engine and 
tender and horribly crushed. His thigh was mash- 
ed into jelly, and it was half an hour 
before he could be extricated. A switch engine 
was required to pull the engine and tender apart 
so that he could be taken out.

A prcject is on foot to build a railroad from San- 
dersville through to connect with some point on 
the Geotgia railroad. Gibson isa growing town in 
the center of a thriving population, and it is but 
natural that her people should want railroad facil- 
ity tomarket. Warrenton has had and still has 


business connection with Glascock, and one profit- 
able to her, and advantageous to thateounty. Why 
should not this intercourse be kept up’ Self inter- 
est requires that it should be done. If 
the road contem plated should be built, 
a large trade will be lost to War- 
renton, and all commercial as well as social;con- 
nectiou broken up. Gibson can ha\> a cheaper 
and better outiet by running « reed to Warrenton, 
and itis tothe interest of Warrenton and Warren 
county, as well as Gibson and Glascock county, 
that the enterprise should be set on foot at once. 
The distance by our line is about twelve or thirteen 
miles. A narrow gauge road would do all the busi- 
ness required. The grading will not be heavy, and 
the cost probably not more than $50,000. 
The road would run through a 
popular and thriving section of both counties, and 
the right of way secured without cost. Surely the 
merchants and moneyed men of both counties can 
raise thisamount. The road, when built, will 

jield a good income on the investment, as well as 
nerease the value of the property at both ends, 
and along the line. It would open up large pine 
forests, and make the lumber trade a large source 
of profit. I would suggest that public 
meetings be held in both counties, begin- 
ning with Glasscock during court soon to be held 
If the movement is begun with spiritit can be car- 
ried through inasbhoritime.

Resolved, That we are highly pleased to see the 
effort being made by numerous members of the 
legisiature to have the Convicts stopped tron W 
ing in the interest of the North Georgia improv 
mentcompany. 

Resoleed further, 
the members ot the 
assembly to makea thorougn inyestigation 
into the road. The management of Mr. Eager is 
highly unsatisfactory to our people and destroys 
all hopes ofan early completion of the railroad to 
its terminus. 

Resolved further, That we know the great desires 
of the people of Georgia are that each and every 
resource be fully developedand every section bein- 
terspersed with railroads, and we know that the 
people are in favor of working convicts for the in- 
terest of the stateand for the benetit of her people, 
but not the interest of a foreign corporation. 

Resolved further, That we are convinced that 
there is mismanagement of the convict force now 
worked on the Marietta and North Georgia railroad, 
which requires a thorough investigation. 

Resolved further, We have no assaults to make 
against foreign capital or capitalists engaged in de- 
veloping the vast resources of Our great state so 
long as they comply with the laws of the state and 
infringe upon no rights of her citizens.

The Agent of The Pollee Gazette Arrested and Put 
Under Bond. 

Two or three years ago the legislature of 
Georgia passed an act prohibiting the sale and 
circulation within the state of Georgia of the 
Police News and Police Gazette. That act was 
based upon the immoral tendencies of the 
publications. There is alsoa section in the 
city code which prohibits the distribution for 
any consideration of any obsc_ € or immoral 
literature within the city of Atiantaand on 
ye esterday both of these laws were for the first 
time brought into use in Atlanta, 

Just before the Kimball house fire Mr. W. 
Montross, the traveling agent forthe Police 
Gazette reached Atlanta and registered at the 
Kimball. He brought with him an unlimited 
number of copies of his paper. On the bottom 
of the first page of each copy was painted in 
red ink, ‘‘sample copy,’ but with the tire his 
stock disappeared. Then Mr. Montross or- 
dered a new supply and day before yesterday 
he hired two smali boys, whom he attired in 
full police uniform, and began dis- 
tributing the sample copies. To 
every person he met Mr. Montross 
gave a copy. He worked faithfully, and 
within a few days he would have had C op! eS 
of his papers ail overthecity. This distribu 
tion, however, was called to Chief Connolly’s 
attention, and yesterday he caused the arrest 
of Mr. Montross, charging him with violating 
the two sections, Mr. Montross’s arrest did 
not disturb him at all, and within a 
few minutes after his arrest he _ gave 
bond before a justice. He isa young man of 
good appearance. He shrewd and knows 
his business, and within two days has put 
more copies of the Gaze! in the hands of 
Atlanta people than there has ever before 
been combined. He declares that his publi- 
cation does not come within the meaning of 
the act; and that tbe court will so decide after 
examining the files of his papers.

upon a time when the rebels had some of the 
federals within the confines of the Anderson- 
ville stockade the soldiers were in the fix that 
Moses was in when he smote the rock—they 
were out of water. Also, that while they 
thirsted beneath the perspiring weather of 
August, there burst from the arid eartha 
stream of cool, bright water, clear crystal 
and pure as the snow. The spring was im- 
mediately named “Providence spring,’’ and 
religious services Were held at regular inter- 
vals around the spot where it bubbled forth. 
The story doubtiess got into the Sunday 
school story tales—it certainly found its way 
into history and the event was written up 
and connected with old familiar hymns like 
this: 
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“God works in a mysterious way, 
His wonders to perform, 

And plants his footsteps on the sea 
And rides upon the storm. 

The people on the other side of the nation- 
al diaphragm commonly known as Mason and 
Dixon’s line, accepted the story as true. 

When the movement to decorate the graves 
was inaugurated the story was revived, and 
new interest in it was aroused. But when 
Mr. Smith arrived with his flags there were 
those cruel enough to attempt to destroy the 
pretty little story, and to. say that 
there was no truth in it. Among 
them was Mr. Lemuel Park. To put it 
politely he said it was not so, and forthwith 
Mr. Smith comes out in a card in capitals and 
says that itisso and that Mr. Park has ‘“‘got 
it bad.”’ In the meantime Mr. Smith 
moving about bis mission. He neglected the 
matter of: history and was content to let 
it take care of itself. Of the services held by 
Mr. Smith the Americus Recorder says: 

“Our visitor from Toledo, Obio,: Secretary 
Krank W. Smith, conducted the services last 
Sabbath at Andersonville. In the morning 
within the limics of the beautiful National 
cemetery he was introduced to the audience 
gathered underthe oak shade, faeinga 
tion containing four thousand seven hundred 
graves, Wim. Bb. Harrison, one of the doc- 
tors in charge during the term of Mr. Smith's 
stay. it was a meeting that will belong re- 
membered. Some gathered to hear how the 
speaker would handle himseif, surrounded as 
he was by some ofour ex-soldiers. Whatever 
the opinion might have been they were soon 
agreed that Mr. Smith came in a spirit of love 
and aimed only to present thoughts upon 
which there could be no important diflerence. 
The topic handled was ‘‘Christian Character,’ 
its influence at home, in camp, upon the 
field and in Andersonville. For one hour 
very easily did our northern visitor control 
his hearers. 

The service which called out the largest 
audience and the greatest interest was the one 
held in the afternoon around Providence 
spring, within the old stockade, At an early 
hour people began to come to this place, 
upen which there still seems to be some dif- 
ference of opinion as regards the truth of its 
breaking out during the time of its being oc- 
cupied by the prisoners of war. 

The services throughout were, under the 
very peculiar surroundings, of such a ckarac- 
ter as to leave a lasting impression for good. 
Mr. 8. standing upon the northside of the 
stockade, while the people sat down about 
him, within full view of the spring from 
which all had drank, some of them several} 
times, began by saying this was not the first 
out-door meeting be had addressed upon tha 
historic ground. There were more old sol- 
diers who had worn the gray present than at 
the morning hour. Oneofthe most attentive 
hearers was Mr. Phillips, who, in ’64, was one 
of the guards, a memoer of the 2d Georgia. 
Before the meeting began Smith and P hillips 
were kindly chatting in as friendly a manner 
as if they were brothers. 

The colored people were out in large num- 
bers. Two of the number, Stickney and 
Smith, had taken great pains in cleaning 
a space about the spring, and were thought- 
ful enough to sink acurb into the the sani, 
into which the beautiful clear and _ cool 
water rose nearly three feet. 

After the services were over the people 
again passed down to the spring and drank 
its crystal water. In the evening Mr. 
Smith addressed another large audience at 
the colored M. E. church. 

During his stay in Americus Mr. Smith 
has made many friends by his open hearted 
and trank method of deing his work 
Should he ever visit Americus again he will 
most warmly received by his many new 
friends. 
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Of the decoration of the graves on Wednes- 
day a card from Americus says: 

“A largenumber of negroes anda few whites 
went up to Andersonville yesterday to help 
Mr. Smith place his 14,000 flags upon the fed- 
eral graves. A few of the flags were brought 
back here by those who attended. They wer 
hardly as large as a man’s hand. Our peop Le 
would have taken more stock in Mr. Smit! 
but for his ‘Providence spring’ utterances. 
All the old people about Andersonville know 
that the spring he refers to has been where it 
now is for 40 years.’’ 

And now people who don’t read the papers 
are wondering what sort of a new vegetable 
it is that has sprung up in the cemetery.
